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DETAILED ACTION 

Current Status 

1 . This action is responsive to Applicants' amendment of 8 May 2008. 

2. Receipt and entry of Applicants' amendment is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 1-3, 7-11 and 15-19 are pending in the application. 

The 103 rejection of claims 1-3, 7-11 and 15-19 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Mulhall et al., {WO 92/02493} in view of Kushima et al., {JP 
63048261} is withdrawn following Applicants amendments. 

Allowed Claims 

Claims 1-3, 7-11 and 15-19 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A search of 
the prior art failed to uncover any reference that anticipates or renders obvious a 
process for producing 4,4'-dihydroxydiphenylsulfone of high purity comprising the steps 
of:subjecting phenol in combination with a sulfonating agent or phenolsulfonic acid to a 
dehydration reaction in the presence of mesitylene while suspending the resulting 
dihydroxydiphenylsulfone therein; mixing the resulting reaction suspension with 
phenol to at least partially dissolve the dihydroxydiphenylsulfone; and precipitating 
dissolved 4,4'-dihydroxydiphenylsulfone; wherein all the variables are as defined in the 
claims. 

The closest prior art is Ogata et al., {US 5,241,121}. Ogata et al. teach a process 
for producing 4,4'-dihydroxydiphenylsulfone by dehydration reaction of phenol with a 
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sulfonating agent or phenolsulfonic acid in the presence of an aromatic nonpolar solvent 
(organic solvent) in a high yield and high purity of product. Thus 4,4'- 
dihydroxydiphenylsulfone is prepared by heating phenol with sulfuric acid in mesitylene 
and by converting 2,4'-dihydroxydiphenyl sulfone, formed in the dehydration reaction, to 
4,4'-dihydroxydiphenylsulfone by heating at isomerization temperature Thus, phenol 
was heated with 98% H 2 S0 4 mesitylene at 145° and the distillate was heated at 165° for 
5 h to give 93.0% of 4,4'-dihydroxydiphenylsulfone. 

Applicants claimed process for producing 4,4'-dihydroxydiphenylsulfone of high 
purity differs from Ogata et al. disclosed process for producing 4,4'- 
dihydroxydiphenylsulfone in that Applicants claim a process that employs phenol as a 
solvent while Ogata et al. teach a process wherein phenol is not employed as a 
solvent. Applicants claimed process yield higher purity product compared to the prior 
art process. The Examiner notes that the difference in process technique is not readily 
apparent and would not have been suggested to one of ordinary skill. 

Claims 1-3, 7-11 and 15-19 are allowed.
